$582,000 defrauded from Na- 
tional Bankers Life to repay 
personal debts. 

The indictment alleged that 
Mr. Car, Mr. Osorio and Mr. 
Novotny used assets of Nation- . 
al Bankers Life as security for 
a bank loan and that National ^ 
Bankers had to use $582,000 to < 
make good the guarantee be- 1 
cause they could not pay it off. f 

The second Indictment \ 
charged Mr. Carr, Mr. Osorio c 
and two Dallas lawyers, Tom t 
Thomas and Jarrell Ormand, 1 
with securities fraud, mail t 
fraud, false filings with the 1 
Securities and Exchange Com- 1 
mission, and conspiracy. il
